Hijacked by Red 


ATHENS

pistol shot, a 30-y ear-old con­ 
fessed Greek Communist today 
hijacked a DC6 airliner owned 
by Aristotle Onassis’ Oly mpic 
Airway s and asked for political 
asy lum 
when 
he

The request of George Flamu- 
rides was still pending tonight 
while the 97 passengers he took 
with 
him 
to Cairo 
left 
for 
Athens aboard a relief plane at 
5 :20 p.m. (10:20 a.m. EST). 
The hijacked plane carried 
104 persons, including a crew of 
six . At least fiv e Americans 
were aboard. 
Flamurides entered the cock­ 
pit of the Oly mpic Airway s 
plane Island of Rhodes today 
18 minutes after it took off from 
Crete for a 5 5 -minute hop to 
Athens. 
The 36 -y ear-old plane captain, 
Diony sius Mav orkefalos-Robotis, 
told newsmen Flamurides fired 
a shot in the cockpit when he 
refused initially to obey Flamu­ 
rides order to head for Cairo. 
“ It went past my head and hit 


the left side of the cockpit,” he 
said.

A Record 
In Campaign 


WASHINGTON 
(fl-The 
Re­ 
publicans outspent the Demo­ 
crats, $5 million to $3 million, in 
unprecedented use of telev ision 
during 
the 
1968 
presidential 
election campaign, the Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
reported today . 
The FCC said the GOP spent 
some $4.2 million on TV during 
the campaign and another $1 
million during primary contests 
while the Democrats put $2.5 
million into v ideo in the final 
campaigning and $5 16,030 dur­ 
ing the primaries. 
Political groupings identified 
only as “ other” , but presuma­ 
bly cov ering mainly the cam­ 
paign of former Alabama Gov . 
George 
C. 
Wallace, 
spent 
$68 1,491 to buy telev ision time 
for the presidential campaign. 
Altogether, the networks re­ 
ported the parties paid $8 .9 mil- 
ion for air time—more than 
twice the $4.1 million spent for 
this 
purpose in the 1964 cam­ 
paign.

since the bombing of North Viet­ 
nam ended, the U.S. Command 
reported today . But the number 
of South Vietnamese dead was 
the highest in three months, in­ 
dicating an increasing part in 
the war by the Saigon gov ern­ 
ment's troops. 
The reported toll of enemy 
dead was as usual, abov e 2,000 
and fiv e times the allied total. 
Communiques today reflected 
the recent changed nature of the 
war—small, widely 
scattered 
ground actions, the uncov ering 
of more enemy supply dumps, 
and the shelling of allied posts 
coupled with enemy hit-and-run 
attacks. 
The death of 113 American 
serv icemen Christmas 
week 
was the lowest in 10 weeks. 
South Vietnamese losses in the 
same week were 27 9 dead, the 
highest in 13 weeks, while 2,135 
Viet 
Cong and 
North 
Viet­ 
namese were reported killed. 
The casualty report cov ered 
the Christmas truce period, and 
the figures indicated the cease­ 
fire was only nominally ob­ 
serv ed. 
The cease-fire declared by the 
Viet Cong command for New 
Year’s ended early today , and 
shortly afterward two American 
bases and one South Vietnamese 
post were shelled. 
No significant ground action 
was reported, although Ameri­

and 
South 
Vietnamese 


troops were patrolling up and 
down the country . 


North Vietnam claimed 
its 
gunners in Ha Bac Prov ince 
brought down a pilotless U.S.

Since the U.S. and South Viet­ 
namese commands did not de­ 
clare a New Year’s truce this 
y ear, there was no question of 
any v iolations. A U.S. spokes­ 
man said the war “ went on at 
about the same lev el—it wasn’t 
as bad as it has been and it 
wasn’t as good as it could be.” 


The Viet Cong cease-fire end­ 
ed at 1 a.m. Saigon time—about

Within a few minutes about 10 
enemy shells burst on the U.S. 
Marine airfield at Marble Moun­ 
tain, near Da Nang.

Colleges: Light 
To the Future 


“ Lack o f relev ance” is o ne o f the mo re 
po lite epithets that rebellio us y o uths aic 
hurling at the beleag uered administratio ns 
o f America's co lleg es and univ ersities. 
The kno wledg e being dispensed to them 
is no t relev ant to the realities and needs 
o f present-day so ciety , they charg e. In ihe 
ev es o f an ex treme mino rity , a co lleg e de­ 
g ree, like a draft card, is a sy mbo l o f a 
mo rally co rrupt Establishment and is so me­ 
thing fo r burning . 
One pro minent educato r admits tnat o ur 
educatio nal sy stem is no t adapted to the 
needs o f to day . But it nev er has been, adds 
Lee A. DuBridg e, president o f Califo rnia In­ 
stitute o f Techno lo g y and recently cho sen 
b> Richard Nix o n to be presidential science 
adv iser. 
“ Educatio n is no t fo r to day ,” say s Du­ 
Bridg e. “ It is OF the past and it is FOR 
the future.” 
The tro ubles o f to day , the g hastly disrup­ 
tio ns and g risly scenes o f v io lence which 
hav e taken place o n so me campuses, are 
no t due to the failures o f o ur sy stem, claims 
DuBridg e, but to its successes. 
We hav e bro ug ht hig her educatio n to 5 0 
per cent o f o ur y o ung peo ple, pro v iding 
mo re and better o ppo rtunities to mo re o f 
them than at any time in histo ry . Why no t 
1 00 per cent? 
Scho larship and research hav e shed lig ht 
o n many pro blems which hav e puzzled the 
human intellect. Why are so me pro blems 
still unso lv ed? 
A few hundred y ears ag o no o ne under­ 
sto o d any thing abo ut the nature o f the uni­ 
v erse, and ev ery o ne was apparently happy . 
To day we are o v erwhelmed with kno wledg e 
—and we scream with pain because we do n t 
kno w ev ery thing . 
Once o ur co lleg es taug ht almo st no thing 
ex cept Latin, Greek, philo so phy , theo lo g y 
and jurisprudence, and they were reg arded 
as the pinnacles o f civ ilizatio n. To day they 
teach ev ery thing that the human mind has 
learned—and are accused o f liv ing in the 
Middle Ag es. 
Because hig her educatio n has been so 
successful in so many areas, say s DuBridg e, 
it is no w said to be a co lo ssal failure be­ 
cause success is no t y et Visible in ev ery 
sphere o f human co ncern. t 
And y et, there are six millio n students 
no w in co lleg e, and mo re are seeking ad­ 
missio n ev ery y ear. Americans are spend­ 
ing 5 1 5 billio n a y ear o n hig her educatio n, 
and this will increase by 1 0 per cent o r 
mo re each y ear. 
When times are chang ing slo wly , then 
past, present and future merg e into o ne co n­ 
tinuo us pattern. But in times o f rapid 
chang e, the present appears to be a disco n­ 
tinuity between the past and the future and 
rjo educatio nal po licy seems adequate to 
bridg e the g ap. 
Turmo il is an inev itable characteristic 
o f a rapidly chang ing wo rld, and an educa­ 
tio nal sy stem no t in turmo il, DuBridg e 
po ints o ut, wo uld be o ne that is surely dead. 
Imperfectio ns there are. But these imper­ 
fectio ns are g o ing to be cured, say s Du­ 
Bridg e, “ no t by wrecking but by impro v ­ 
ing the structure which carries the to rch 
o f learning , the to rch o f civ ilizatio n, o n to 
future g eneratio ns.”

I know less than a novice in a nunery 
to quote G & S) about space and space 
ships, retrorockets and astral navigation, but 
if anyone had asked me what one thing would 
go wrong on the Apollo 8 flight to lasso 
the moon, I would have had the answer. 
The heroic astronauts are only human, af­ 
ter all. They can maneuver amid the stars, 
make radio and television broadcasts, meas­ 
ure radioactivity, and do all sorts of other 
incredible things—but they can’t work a cam­ 
era. 


PHOTOGRAPHY IS probably the most 
popular hobby in America, and you’d think 
that every man, woman, and child would 
know all there is to know about shutter speed 
and stop opening, about film, filters, and tele­ 
photo lenses. But here are the astronauts try­ 
ing to shoot the earth for the home folks, 
and the camera louses up. Bound to happen. 
The final ignominy was when Mission Con­ 
trol asked the astronauts if they had taken 
off the lenscap. Breathes there a man with 
roll so dead who never to himself has said, 
“ Why didn’t I remember to take off the lens 
cap?” 
Some of my finest, salon prize - winning 
photographs never came out because the lens 
cap was on. Or the rear shutter closed. Or 
because Aunt Bessie moved her head just 
as I clicked. 
Some camera company advertises a fool­ 
proof camera, but the trouble is that most 
of us aren’t fools. Any fool can snap a shut­ 
ter. What we need is us-proof cameras. 
One problem the astronauts did NOT have, 
was getting the subject (in this case the 
earth) to sit still for the picture. It is easier 
to take a photo of the earth from 230,000 
miles away than to get the whole family out 


on the patio for a Christmas afternoon pic­ 
ture. 
Grandma says it’s too cold and there’s no 
place to sit down; Sally wants her new doll 
in the picture; and Uncle Eddie is already 
out of focus with after-dinner cognac. Junior 
is over at the Chalmers’ showing Pete his 
new skates; Cousin Roberta says her hair 
is a sight and go on and take the picture 
without her. 
The photo-snapping is the easiest part. Be­ 
fore you get the family lined up between the 
petunia bed and the fence, all squinting into 
the sun, you have had to be cajoler and 
caller, dictator, cruise director, and friendly 
persuader. 
So you finally get Granny in a rocker, 
prop Uncle Eddie against the wall, recall 
Junior, and placate Cousin Roberta (“ Your 
hair looks lovely, and the picture wouldn’t 
be the same without you” ). 


YOU SQUARE OFF and look into the view­ 
finder. Can’t get everybodys in. You tell them 
to squeeze in clofer. They’re all whining at 
you to “hurry up and take it” and they all 
seem to be leaning badly — the only one 
straight up in your view-finder is Uncle Ed­ 
die. who is practically prone. 
The boys are punching each other, the 
family dog is trying to climb into Granny’s 
lap, Uncle Eddie is saying “ Say cheese!” 
for the 23rd time, and you click and click 
and click. With any luck you have film in 
the camera, the little button works (“ What 
do I press?” ), and no one moves his head 
faster than l-50th of a second. 
They all hate you, of course — that’s the 
fate of the family photographer. But how they 
all yell for prints during the ensuing days 
and weeks.

whelmingly Rajasthanis, walk­ 
ing with a characteristic bounc­ 
ing lilt, seemingly untired by 
the many miles of semtdesert 
they had crossed. 
The small town of Pushkar 
was turned into one vast open- 
air hotel. 
Having no other accommoda­ 
tions, its narrow streets were 
packed with families sleeping 
under heavy blankets, a jumble 
of children often rolled into one 
undecipherable heap of arms, 
legs and heads. 
At sunrise—or, more correct­ 
ly, moon-set—these inert forms 
revived and thousands plunged 
into the chilly Pushkar Lake to 
cleanse their sins. 
The sacred bath finished, the 
pilgrims swarmed down twist­ 
ing streets, wisely routed by po­ 
lice for one-way traffic, to the 
fair itself.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - It 
was early morning at the Bir-I 
mingham, Ala., airport. Eastern I 
Air Lines flight 224 had just 
arrived from Mobile en route! 
to Chicago. There were 10 pas­ 
sengers and the crew members 
aboard. 


Suddenly, a lanky young man 
got up from his seat and walked 
to the cockpit. He was carrying 
a shotgun. 
“ What’s this?” the startled pi­ 
lot asked. 
Hijack. 
It was, however, a hijack that 
failed. The gunman who had as­ 
sembled 
his weapon in the 
plane’s lavatory, had failed to 
cock the hammer. Seeing this, 
the pilot and co-pilot knocked 
the shotgun aside, pounced on 
the confused youngster and 
wrestled him into harmless sub­ 
mission. 
Nobodv was hurt. The would- 
be pirate was arrested. 
According to the Federal Avi­ 
ation Agency, happy endings 
such as this occur in about one 
of every three air piracies. Fed­ 
eral records indicate that since 
1960 there have been 34 hijack­ 
ing incidents aboard American 
airlines and 10 of them have 
been unsuccessful. 
In some instances, the thwart­ 
ing activity has been quietly 
routine. In July Eastern got a 
telephone call from somebody 
who gave his name and said he 
was going to pirate a plane. 
So alerted, EAL simply located 
and arrested a .man using the 
given name. 
In most other unsuccessful hi­ 
jackings, however, the activity 
has been more intriguing, even 
heroic and dramatic. 
—In October of 1965, a Na­ 
tional Airlines pilot came out of 
his cockpit to talk to a would-be 
pirate. Then, while the plane 
cruised 20,000 feet over Florida, 
the captain grapped with and 
subdued the belligerent. 
—In November of 1965, an­ 
other in-flight National plane 
was rocked by a hijacker who 
fired eight shots into the floor. 
Eighty-four passengers watched 
as three of their number physi­ 
cally disarmed the gunman. 
—In July of this year, a con­ 
vict in custody of a U.S. mar­ 
shal commandered a west coast 
flight and demanded to go to 
Mexico. He was nabbed when, 
unknown to him, the pilot land­ 
ed his ship in Los Angeles in­ 
stead. 
—Again in July of 1968, a man 
with a gun told a Delta Airlines 
pilot he was dying of cancer 
and wanted to go to Cuba. The 
pilot calmly cautioned the law­ 
breaker about the action and 
the man broke down, collapsed 
and gave up. 
Authorities agree that, rela­ 
tively speaking, the number of 
thwarted hijackings is impres­ 
sively large. 
Considering the 
emotional instability of many 
air pirates, they say, the won­ 
der is any pilot would try any 
negative play. 
“ When you got a gun in your 
back,” says one pilot who was 
hijacked this year, “you don’t 
think about p l a y i n g 
John 
Wayne.” 
Still, some pilots take the 
risk. But only, they say, when 
the situation is such that “ no 
innocent people will get hurt.” 
One pilot puts it this way: 
“ My o r d e r s a r e to go 
wherever a hijacker says to 
go; I have to think of my pas­ 
sengers. But if I could see an 
opening, of if the guy looked 
like he could be talked out of 
it, I think I would be obligated 
to give it a try.” 
Talking a hijacker out of it is 
the simplest, safest method pi­ 
lots use to foil gunmen. The 
tact: gentle persuasion. 
Some pirates have been shak­ 
en by conversation relating to 
the legal penalty for air piracy: 
20 years to execution. Others, 
going to Cuba, have been be­ 
wildered by pilots who quietly 
stress that a hijacker’s life in 
Cuba may not be easy: Cuban 
officials jail some of them. 
Authorities, however, do not 
encourage pilots to debate — or 
anything else — with armed 
men. They feel that, all consid­ 
ered, the most prudent thing to 
do is “ oblige.” 
Says one airlines executive: 
“ When I read about a pilot who 
had wrestled with a hijacker, I 
confess I have utmost respect 
for that pilot. But that’s only 
when I read about it. If I ’m a 
passenger in a plane and a hi­ 
jacker appears, I don’t want 
the pilot to do anything but 
smile.”

The Right 


Cheese Makes 


The Dish 


This is a brief alphabetical 
guide to Italian cheeses. 
Bel Pa ese 
Literally “ beautiful country,” 
Bel Paese, probably one of 
the most widely known Itali­ 
an cheeses, is a mild s o f t 
cheese from the plains of 
Lo mba rdy . Mo st 
often served 
as a table cheese, it is also a 
good cheese for cooking. 
Ca cio ca v a llo 
Produced all over Southern It­ 
aly, Caciocavallo is a dark 
yellow cheese with a mild but 
spicy flavor which is moulded 
into the shape of gourds. 
Fontina 
A mild semi-hard cheese from 
the Val d’Aosta, Fontina is 
used to make “ Fonduta,” the 
cheese dish specialty of the 
Piedmont. 
Go rg o nzo la 
G o r g o n z o l a is a strong, 
creamy blue - veined cheese 
which has long been popular 
abroad as a sharp and spicy 
dessert. This soft, fat and 
creamy - surfaced cheese with 
green mold marbling comes 
in cakes wrapped in tin or 
aluminum foil. 
Gro v iera 
A hard cheese which is char­ 
acterized by holes, has a rich 
creamy taste. It is similar to 
Swiss “ Gruyere” cheese and 
is a wonderful cooking cheese. 
Mo zza rella 
A very soft white spun curd 
cheese made in small forms, 
must be used fresh. Originally 
it was made only of buffalo’s 
milk in the region around Na­ 
ples. Because of its outstand­ 
ing melting qualities, it is 
used widely in Italian cooking, 
its most famous role being the 
classic topping for pizza. 
Pa rmesa n 
Parmesan, undoubtedly th e 
best known of Italian h a r d 
cheeses, is rigidly protected 
against would - be imitators. 
Parmesan is characterized by 
its pale, straw-colored, f i ne 
granular texture and h a r d, 
black oily rinds. Its flavor is 
mild 
and 
savory 
but 
not 
sharp. Although in Italy it is 
mostly used in grated form, it 
is also an excellent dessert 
cheese and is delicious when 
eaten with fruit and red wine. 
(Grana s the generic term 
for all Parmesan types.) 
PECORINO 
Widely used for cooking in 
central and southern Italy. 
Pecorino can also be eaten 
fresh. There are many types 
of Pecorino but the best 
known is Pecorino Romano 
which is off-white in color and 
has a sharp piquant taste and 
aroma. 
Pro v o lo ne 
A fairly strong, tangy cheese, 
a form of caiocavallo carred a 
stage further. It is smooth in 
texture, creamy in color, and 
comes in many shapes. But it 
is always entwined in cords 
which are used to hang the 
cheeses for display in shops. 
Rico tta 
Basically a Roman cheese, 
though 
versions of 
it 
are 
made all over Italy, Ricotta 
is soft and creamy and often 
eaten with sugar or cinnamon 
as a sweet, or with salt, black 
pepper and olive oil as a ta­ 
ble cheese dish. 
Stra cchino 
The cheese that goes by this 
name is soft, creamy, quite 
pungent and is eaten fresh. 
TRleg g io 
*Is a soft, fatty cheese, mild 
in taste, named for the valey 
of the same name in Northern 
Italy. Makes an excellent ta­ 
ble cheese. Taleggino is a 
stronger version of Taleggio.

Growing up around San Diego, 
he acquired a reputation as 
a pretty 
loosey-goosey guy— 
hence the nickname Hambone, 
or a as close friends call him, 
Bones. 
Worked at Convalr 
Two years ago, Art (Bones, 
Hambone, etc.) Williams was 
earning about $100 a week work­ 
ing at the Convair shipping de­ 
partment in San Diego. He was 
27 years old, married and going 
nowhere at an incredible speed.

No rell’s was an abbreviated co llectio n, 
taking less than an ho ur fo r display o f day 


and evening clo thes mo stly fo r reso rt. He 
plans his big splash fo r spring a sho w that 
runs as lo ng as a Bro adway play with inter­ 
missio n in January . 
Hailey ’s co cktail ho ur sho w was held at 
the Plaza Ho tel, where President-elect Rich­ 
ard Nix o n has headquarters and w h e r e 
daug hter Julie’s wedding receptio n will be 
held. No Nix o n wo men came, but the big 
names o f retailing were there. 
So was Mrs. Jo hn F. Kennedy ’s hair­ 
dresser, Kenneth, who ’s turned co smetics 
ty co o n to o . Kenneth had do ne the mo dels’ 
co iffures, sleeked away fro m the face with 
braids fo rming chig no ns at the back. 
The No rell fashio n messag e, which like 
Hailey ’s eventually will carry o n do wn into 
all price rang es, is o ne o f belts, butto ns and 
o ccasio nally pussy cat bo ws. 
Butto n clo sing s do wn the left side instead 
o f center fro nt earm ark day time linens in 
favo rite co mbinatio ns o f white and black o r 
white and o rang e. They g o o n into evening 
to o in slim, co lumn-shaped fo rmals in pas­ 


tel crepesl Butto ns march up sleeves, five to 
the arm, military fashio n o n jackets. Jo in­ 
ing the butto n lo o k are big square po ckets, 
set lo w at the fro nt. 
No rell’s bo ws are the finishing to uches 
at the thro at o n blo uses o f dark, so lid shades 
to g o with pale-to ned o r white co stumes. Self 
belts o r belts to co ntrast in patent circle 
many tunic-like to ps o f dresses. 
So me o f the reso rt linens have cape co l­ 
lars and No rell g ives the cape lo o k to o ne 
o f his bare midsectio ned o utfits. 
It lo o ks mo re like a “ tennis any o ne?” 
co stume than any thing else—with the cape 
to p ending just belo w the bo so m, the flared 
skirt also cut like a small cape, ending just 
belo w the hipline.

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ing difficulties and anxiety as 
you describe seem indicative 
of a general depression. While 
it is not uncommon for ex­ 
pectant mothers to experience 
alternating moods of depres­ 
sion and well-being, emotion­ 
al 
disturbances 
that 
a re 
strong enough to affect your 
daily functioning should re­ 
ceive serious consideration. 
There is even some evi­ 
dence that prolonged emotion­ 
al distress in the mother-to- 
be may have adverse effects 
on the unborn child. 
Authorities tend to agree 
that the transition of a wom­ 
an to motherhood represents 
a more radical role change 
than that required when she 
marries. Some women t a k e 
pregnancy in their stride only 
to be overwhelmed by the re­ 
alization of their responsibili­ 
ties after the child is bom. 
Others, like you, begin to 
become aware of the signifi­ 
cance of the impact of the 
coming child on their lives be­ 
fore the baby is bom. 


Motherhood is seen as a de­ 
sirable and rewarding experi­ 
ence in our society. Conse­ 
quently, the woman who has 
doubts and misgivings about 
her 
impending 
motherhood 
may feel guilty and somehow 
abnormal, even though these 
feelings are far from uncom­ 
mon or unnatural. 
Many of a pregnant wom­ 
an’s anxieties center around 
her fears of inadequacy, her 
worry that she will not be able 
to care for her baby and be 
a good mother. Part of this 
is a factor of her society as 
most women today have only 
marginal experience with the 
care of younger children be­ 
fore they themselves become 
mothers. 
While a young girl has con­ 
siderable training in learning 
how to be a wife and get 
along with a man in her dat­ 
ing and courtship experiences, 
the young mother has had no 
such extended training. Her 
feelings of inadequacy may be 
aggravated by overly solici­ 
tous parents and grandpar­ 
ents who are only to eager 
to offer their advice on child 
care. 


DON’T FEEL ashamed of 
your feelings but don’t expect 
your husband or relatives to 
completely understand them 
or fully 
sympathize 
w i t h 
them. They may be too pre­ 
occupied 
with their 
own 
about-to-be roles of father and 
grandparents. 
Instead, consult your physi­ 
cian and discuss your feelings 
with him, as well as y o u r 
sleeping problems. He m ay 


logical counselling to help you 
through this period. 
The important thing is for 
you to be honest with your­ 
self. 
Don’t let yourself get 
caught up in playing a bliss­ 
ful mother-to-be role that you 
don’t really feel. Talking to 
women of your own age who 
have had children could be 
extremely helpful as they will 
most likely be willing to talk 
about 
and 
understand 
the 
things that concern you. 
And start to take positive 


steps for the coming of the 
baby. If the thought of dia­ 
pers and being housebound 
depresses you, do something 
to make things easier for 
yourself after the baby comes, 
like investigating diaper serv­ 
ice costs or finding out all you 
can about child care services 
in your town.

I used 
quite a bit of beet sugar with 
it since there are so few 
sweets a corn-allergic person 
can have.

1 would appreciate any in­ 
formation or source for the 
use of Carob. The commerical 
bars are almost identical to 
chocolate, but my home baked 
items are disastrous.

Carob powder is much easier 
to work with than the bar 
type. It should be sifted with 
the 
dry 
ingredients before 
liquids are added, to avoid 
lumping. You find it at health 
food stores everywhere, prob­ 
ably the same place you are 
buying the others. Complete 
directions 
and 
suggestions 
should be on the pack. Carob 
works best in recipes calling 
for brown sugar and-or a 
little coffee, although some 
other baked items turn out 
well too. 


DEAR MRS. WILEY: 
I read your column every 
time and, being diabetic, I 


would like to know If I can 
make liquid sweetener from 
my saccharin tablets and if 
so, what size tablet?

Yes. Dissolve 24 of the tabl- 
lets (Vi grain each) in a half 
cup of water. One tablespoon 
of this syrup equals a like 
amount of sugar, but when 
you use it for fresh sliced 
peaches or bananas, mix V2 
teaspoon lemon juice with each 
serving before you add the 
syrup. This keeps those fruits 
from darkening. Nice for ce­ 
reals too. Of course, there is 
a dry-from shaker-type sugar 
substitute on the market. It 
does 
well 
over 
grapefruit 
halves and any other place 
where getting the syrup or 
liquid type s p r e a d evenly 
would be difficult.
